Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments that none of 
the documents relied upon by the examiner discloses use of a SIP Q-Value, and with respect to arguments that a specific Session Initiation 
Protocol (SIP) parameter has specific properties/uses according to SIP, examiner notes that claim limitations recite where the Q-value is an 
integer value vased on both (1 ) a contact priority and (2) a number of calls or amount of information being processed for a call. This was 
recited in the office action per Daoud disclosing Q value as an integer value (Figure 4: item 420) , based on both (1) a contact priority 
disclosed per ([0043], [0047]; Figure 6: item 620) and (2) a number of calls or an amount of information being processed for a 
call. ([0034]; current load) . The Q-value meets the specific properties that are specified in the claim language. In response to uses of a 
SIP Q-value, a review of Lakkakorpi discloses per Col 8 lines 16-26 using the Q value to determine routing (use of a q-value) per Col 8 
lines 16-26. SIP is explicitly disclosed in Ezjak per [0030]). 
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
